We greet you as the scion of an il- 


lustrated house, as a representative 
of a mighty and friendly nation, and 
as a gentle seeking to know us and 
tho whole world better. 


Our intercourse may not—probably 


will not—lead to a parliament of man 
and federation of the work!, but it 
will tend, with all the other active 
agencies, to a better understane'.'ng 
among all peoples. 


Between vour people and ours for 


more than a century, there have been 
untroubled peace, mutually profitable 
commerce, and a friendly rivalry. We 
are rivals today in tho greater indus- 
tries and for the trade of the world, 
but it is a splendid manly rivalry, and 
each will bow to the other where ex- 
cellence demands. Between ns there 
will never be a dispute tbat cannot 
be settled by conference at a fireside, 
or o\en by the modern ambassador, 
the cable. Between us there is noth- 


but good will—there never shall 


be—and these bring that peace which 
passeth all understanding. 


From all quarters of the globe wo 


have come to make this republic and 
Iniild this city. No single country is 
our motherland 
or 
falherland—for 


America there is no motherland or 
fatherland except the 
whole 
wide 


world. The blood of all the races of 
man. coming here in 
a 
composite 


stream. We are fused and formed in- 
to a new harmonious national force, 
the American republic. 


Boston is but a small mirror of the 


whole country tonight in reflecting its 
thoughts and In flashing its welcome. 
The people of this coun'try are not 
merely Americans—to them all man- 
kind is kin. But to freely paraphrase 
the welcome of an English poet to the 
prince who married your royal kins- 
man :

corporation. 


Cvery member of that corporation 
which received your royal highness 
his afternoon at Cambridge is de- 
scended from a family stock which 
has boon serviceable in Massachusetts 
or at least seven generations. 


More than 100 years ago Washing- 


;on was asked to describe all the high 
officers in the American army of that 
day who might bo thought of for the 
chief command. He gave his highest 
praise tc Major General Lincoln of. 
Massachusetts, saying of him that he 
was "sensible, 
brave and 
honest." 


There are Massachusetts TJncolns to- 
day to whom those words exactly ap- 
ply.

The ball 
player quick'y grasped this, and, brac- 
ing his feet against some debris, he 
pave a strong pull and by main- force 
dragged the man from beneath the pile 
of wreck.ipre.

Bealty to Euforce the Law, 


Unjust to Make the County Solicitor 


a Defendant—Mandamus is Against 


the Unwilling. 


The plaintiff's brief in the case of 


the attorney-general and David H. 
Goodell, against the Manchester police 
commissioners and chief of police, 


, now before the supreme court of the 


state, deals particularly with the ob- 
jections to the petition for a writ of 
mandamus ordering the chief to en- 
force the liquor laws which related 
to measures other than mandamus, 
and the responsibility ot parties other 
than the chief. All the points raised by 
the 
defendants arc 
discussed 
and 


cases arc cited, but these are dealt 
with at length. 


After stating the substance of the 


original petition and the ruling of 
Jud?e Peaslee, the counsel for the 
plaintiffs proceeded to the questions of 
law involved as follows: 


In answer tc the contention of \he 


chief of police that the 
mandamus 


docs not lie against him Because the 
petitioners have an adequate remedy 
at law; namely, by petition to the po- 
lice commissioners 
to remove 
him 


from office, they submit thpt tt is is 
not an adequate remedy to effect the 
end sought in a prompt and complete 
manner inasmuch as the petitioners 
have no assurance that the commis- 
sioners would remove the defendant 
from office, nor, ii removed, that they 
would appoint a successor who would 
enforce the provisions of ihc laws in 
question. The writ says: "The plain- 
tiffs are entitled to a specific perform- 
ance ot the required act, and the fact 
that the defendant, Hcaly, mig'it be 
subject to impeachment and removal 
from office for refusal to perform the 
act is no bar to a writ of mandamus, 
for the reason that such remedy does 
not compel specific performance and 
hence is inadequate." Then declaring 
that "to supercede the remedy by man- 
damus is. a party must not only have 
a remedy specific and adequate, but I 
one competent to afford relief upon 
the very subject matter of his applica- 
tion, and it must be equally speedy, 
convenient, beneficial and 
effective. 


For this reason the remedy by manda- 
mus is held not to be superseded by 
the remedy by criminal prosecution; 
nor by a civil action on the case for 
neglect of duty. 


In the same section the city ordi- 


nances relative to the duties of th« 
chief are cited and the following con- 
clusions are submitted, namely. "That, 
irrespective of the police commission- 
ers, it was the duty of the defendant, 
Healy. to enforce the law in question, 
and that in. the enforcement of the law 
he is not exclusively gotfe'rned or con- 
trolled by them." The plaintiffs furth- 
er submit that it the law establishing 
the police board nowhere confers the 
power to order or direct the chief to 
enforce the provisions ot chapter 112 
or any other law, then the only thing 
the commissioners can tlo is to remove 
the chief, and notwithstanding' this 
power of remo\al, this writ will lie to
